Campaign for A303 upgrade 
making'positive progress' 


SOMERSET County Council’s campaign for an 
upgrade of the A303/A358/A30 corridor is making 
positive progress, members were told this week. 
The county council is calling on the government to 
commit to upgrading the vital route through Som¬ 
erset in the Autumn Statement. 

Members of the Scrutiny for Policies and Place 
Committee were today this week that a sustained 
programme of lobbying has taken place over the 
last three years, including meetings with three 
transport ministers to present the case for improv¬ 
ing the route. 

The county council, along with Devon County 
Council and the Local Enterprise Partnership have 
just completed a further round of MP briefings in 
Westminster to seek support for: 

# A firm commitment in the Autumn Statement to 
improve the A303/A358/A30 corridor to a consis¬ 
tent standard with a clear timetable for delivery; 

# Inclusion of schemes from the feasibility study 
within the Highways Agency’s 2015-2019 roads 
programme. 


• A funding commitment to enable the Highways 
Agency to prepare further improvements for deliv¬ 
ery in the next programme. 

The local authority partners have also requested 
a meeting with the new Roads Minister John Hayes 
before the Autumn Statement in December to push 
for a positive announcement. 

Councillor David Hall, Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil’s Cabinet Member for Business Inward Invest¬ 
ment and Policy, said: “We have pledged to 
improve road links across Somerset to attract jobs 
and investment and help our economy expand and 
prosper. 

“The A303/A358/A30 corridor is one of our top 
priorities as we know that upgrading this route will 
bring major and long-overdue benefits to business 
and tourism. The A303 should be of a standard that 
provides a viable alternative connection to the 
South West in the event of problems on the M5. 

“A lot of hard work is taking place behind the 
scenes to secure a commitment from the Govern¬ 
ment and I’m hopeful we will have some good 
news come December.”

The book 
was well-received and Stuart at¬ 
tended all the major Comic Cons pro¬ 
moting it, and his fan base has since 
built up with new releases each year. 

He added: "The Comic Cons are now 
a major part of my writing schedule 
and the London show is one of the 
biggest. Last year I sold more than 
400 books during the weekend! It is a 
busy life juggling my daytime busi¬ 
ness, writing, my family and numer¬ 
ous sports, but it's all good fun."

HOUSE prices in rural areas typically cost 11 times 
the average salary and, with deposits of £30,000 
required to buy a home, people living and work¬ 
ing in rural communities are being pushed out of 
home ownership. 

Private rents are also soaring as demand out¬ 
strips supply, therefore the need for homes that 
people want and can afford has never been so 
critical. 


One housing association is acting to ensure the 
countryside is not a place where only the minor-

ity can afford to live and bring up their families, 
and became the first in South Somerset to secure 
planning permission for a Community Land Trust 
(CLT) scheme. 

In October, Yarlington Housing Group brought 
residents, CLT members and councillors together 
to celebrate the completion of its first scheme 
developed in partnership with the trust. 

The 10 new homes built at Michingtons Close 
in the rural village of Norton-sub-Hamdon con¬ 
sist of eight homes for affordable rent and two 
for shared-ownership, all of which achieve sus¬ 
tainable homes code level three.The homes have 
been allocated to people with a local connection 
to the village or surrounding parishes. 

Yarlington will manage the homes undera 125- 
year lease with the Norton-sub-Hamdon CLT, 
who are the landowners of the site and will re¬ 
ceive a small ground rent payment to use for 
other projects in the community. 

CLT secretary Liz Maunder said: "For all the di¬ 
rectors of the CLT, this has been an exciting and 
fulfilling culmination of a long project to meet 
the needs of local families. 

"We are very excited to have been partners with 
Yarlington to develop these beautiful homes and 
to help to ensure the long term sustainability of 
our community. It has been a pleasure to work 
with Yarlington staff and to have had a real input 
to the design of the homes and the determina¬ 
tion of the local connection of those living in 
them." 

Yarlington development officer Louise Lote 
added:"Working in partnership with the Norton- 
sub-Hamdon CLT has been a new experience for 
us, and one which has ensured that local consul¬ 
tation has been at the forefront of the develop¬ 
ment process. 

"The CLT board has showed a great level of pas¬ 


sion and commitment to drive this project for¬ 
ward and it has been a real pleasure working 
with them to secure 10 new high quality afford¬ 
able homes for local people." 

Ric Pallistar, leader of South Somerset District 
Council, concluded:"This scheme is an exemplar 
not only for the quality and stunning location of 
the houses but because the CLT is now develop¬ 
ing as a major community force within the vil¬ 
lage following its decision to take over the 
running of the village store and there is also a 
community apple orchard in the offing. 

"The scheme has not been without difficulties 


and harsh critics in the early stages, but the faces 
of the families moving into the new homes leave 
me in no doubt that all the hard work and tenac¬ 
ity of the Trust has been worthwhile. 

"The scheme has been a lesson in teamwork 
and everyone involved can be justly proud of 
this fantastic achievement of 10 brand new vil¬ 
lage homes for 10 village families." 

Liz Maunder and Yarlington board member 
Emma Langdon marked the official opening of 
the site by planting an apple tree of the Yarling¬ 
ton variety.

ILMINSTER county councillor Linda Vijeh hosted 
a meeting to discuss a possible planning applica¬ 
tion at Fiveways School in Yeovil, which caters for 
children with severe learning difficulties, autism 
and physical difficulties. 

Councillor Vijeh, who is a governor of the 
school, said: "Fiveways has been judged to be an 
outstanding school by OFSTED for several years 
now. 

Headteacher Mark Collis, and his dedicated 
team of staff all work tirelessly to provide the best 
possible education and environment for children 
aged four to 18 with special needs. 

"Over the years, these needs have become 
much more complex, requiring, in the simplest 
terms, more space in which to accommodate 
them, their carers, the teachers, and the equip¬ 
ment. 

"One comment made by OFSTED in their latest 
inspection is that the only area in which the 
school could improve further is to enhance the 
physical building to better accommodate them 
and to enhance inclusion. 

"With this in mind, Fiveways has an ambitious 
plan, which could costs up to £700,000. Although 
Fiveways is a Local Education Authority school, 
we are all aware of the financial difficulties every¬ 
one is facing, so the school is looking to obtain 
funding elsewhere, which will largely be depend¬ 
ent on planning permission being gained. 

"In order to help facilitate the planning process, 
I felt that it would be a good idea if at the earliest 
stage those who will play a key part in the deci¬ 
sion making got together. 

"I am grateful that South Somerset District 
Council planning officer Andy Norris, Somerset 
County Council planning officer Phil Higginbot- 
tom, and county councillor Tony Lock were able 
to meet to advise on what needs to be done be¬ 
fore a planning application is submitted." 



She added that the school was 
well aware of the need to keep its 
neighbours and other local resi¬ 
dents updated. 

Headteacher Mark Collis com¬ 
mented: "We want to be sure that 
everyone knows what our plans are, 
and that this is not being done with 


the intention of increasing pupil 
numbers but to provide better facil¬ 
ities for our youngsters. 

"We will also be looking to actively 
engage with local community 
groups and businesses in our fund 
raising efforts."

Aquaplaning Dangers Highlighted 


FOLLOWING the wettest winter on record, a new online 
movie has been launched to educate drivers about the 
risks associated with aquaplaning, a dangerous phenom¬ 
enon caused by low tyre tread depth on wet roads which 
results in the car losing contact with the road surface. 

In the dramatic clip, (available to view on TyreSafe's 
YouTube channel) a car with low tyre tread depth can be 
seen aquaplaning on a flooded road surface, dangerously 
continuing to travel in a straight line despite the driver 
turning the steering wheel furiously in an attempt to 
make the car change direction. 

"Our latest movie and animation illustrate perfectly why 
it's so important to regularly check your tyre tread depth 
at this time of year," comments Stuart Jackson, chairman, 
TyreSafe. "Not only are braking, cornering and accelera¬ 
tion all affected by low tread depth, but in heavy rain, 
there's a real risk of aquaplaning which could cause you 
to lose control of your vehicle, placing yourself, your pas¬ 
sengers and other road users at an increased risk of being 
involved in an accident." 

Adequate tread depth is important for safety in wet 
conditions as the tread grooves help to remove the water 
from the contact patch between the tyre and the road 
surface. As the tyre's tread depth wears down, its ability 
to remove water from the road decreases meaning that 
grip levels are reduced and stopping distances are ex¬ 
tended. 


In extreme circumstances when the tyre has insufficient 
tread depth to clear the water properly, increased water 
pressure causes the tyres to lift on top of the water sur¬ 
face and lose contact with the road surface. During this 
dangerous aquaplaning situation any input from the 
driver such as pressing the brake or turning the steering 
wheel has no effect on the vehicle, leaving it at an in¬ 
creased risk of being involved in an accident. 

Current UK law requires car drivers to have at least 
1.6mm of tread depth across the central three quarters 
of their tyres, around their entire circumference. Drivers 
failing to comply with these regulations are not only at a 
greater risk of being involved in an accident, but could 
also face a fine of up to £2,500 and three penalty points 


for each illegal tyre. 

However, checking the condition of your tyre tread 
depth can be done quickly and easily by taking the 20p 
test. To perform the test, simply place a 20p coin into the 
main tread grooves of your tyre. If the outer band of the 
20p coin is obscured when inserted into your tread, then 
your tyre is above the legal minimum limit. Meanwhile if 
the outer band of the 20p coin is visible, then your tyre 
tread depth may be dangerously low and should be in¬ 
spected immediately by a tyre professional. 

Drivers unsure of how to perform the 20p test can find 
out more by visiting www.tyresafe.org or by visiting one 
of the thousands of workshops who are offering free tyre 
safety checks throughout October.
